Election/Restrictions 
1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

This application is restricted by species/subspecies as follows: 

A. - 1 . System with module configuration according to figs. 1-8; 

- 2. System with module configuration according to figs. 9-1 1 ; 

- 3. System with module configuration according to figure 15; 

- 4. System with module configuration according to figure 16; and 

- 5. System with module configuration according to figure 20. 

B. - 1 . System with shock absorber according to figure 12; and 

- 2. System with no shock absorber according to figure 12. 

C. - 1. System with a placement of cooling racks according to page 10, 
mount on a top; 

- 2. System with a placement of cooling racks according to page 10, 
mount on a bottom; and 

- 3. System with a placement of cooling racks according to page 10, 
mount on a side. 

D. - 1 . System with retention means according to figure 19; and 
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- 2. System with retention means being a lever as explained in the 
paragraph describing in pages 11 and 12. 

E. - 1 . System with access port according to figure 20; and 

- 2. System with no access port according to figure 20. 

A proper species selection with include one item from each category. For 
example, species A1B1C1D1E1 refers to a system with configuration according to 
figures 1-8, shock absorber according to figure 12, a placement of cooling racks 
according to page 10, mount on a top, with retention means according to figure 19; and 
access port according to figure 20.
